^HE rnoonshot will not bring Nixon the necessary prestige 

for a dignificjd withdra\val from Vietnam He will try lo 
extract the maximum publicity from tlie success of Apollo 11 
for hunself and liis administration But dus denvcil glory 
will mean nollung for the people of Vietnam. They will sec 
Nixon not through US mores, nor through the acliievemcnts 
of the astraunauts but through the Theus, Kys and odier pup¬ 
pets who pretend the> are & government 

Nixon's vLSit to India and Rumania are small exclusions to 
see how much iiiiluence the US wields there Ms-a-vis llie Soviet 
Union This exploration is necessary because Rumania has 
displayed a certain independent stand in her relations with the 
Soviet bloc and liccaiiso India has been ambiguous about who 
IS to fill the vacuum after the British withdrawal from their 
bases m 1972 Nixon will probably get no better results tlian 
Ills ambassadors have But, ho will certainly make use of the 
•ipportunity to make statements that will embarrass both India 
and Rumania. 


But these are aU irrelevant to the great problems of Viet¬ 
nam and West Asia Neither the US nor the USSR will go 
to war for the sake of Israel or the Arab nations. It is Vietnam 
that is tlie crucial issue because the future of the largest land 
mass and the largest populations is involved here. It also 
brings a new dimension to the international balance of power 
because a settlement of Vietnam must be the prelude to a 
settlement with Qiina. Otherwise all that happened so far 
lias no significance. 

But Nixon cannot go off the nijrrow path chalked out for 
him by liis promoters. A return to the old days is already 
evident in the US. The Supreme Court has been occupied by 
someone who will play along with the President. The voting 
rights of Alabama Negros have been whittled down. The 
ABM nng, which will benefit only a few business houses, is 
in full swing despite opposition. He military-industrial com¬ 
plex has been given the green signal. It is just a matter of 
time before dissent will be suppressed. 

What Nixon does to his own people is not rarely an Amer¬ 
ican affair. It is the concern of the world. If he is thinking 
of hotting up the cold war, we will all be involved in it. If 
a war-hke US is trjdng to ffll up the so-called power vacuum, 
India will not be tree from tbo Nixon teiitades. His trip to 
India need not be taken too seriously just now but a time may 
well oome when we are back at tlie old CIA—military coup— 
exanmunist-baiting—brinkn^ game that was blessed by the 

late John Foster Dulles. That wiU spell disaster for this nation 
and Its people.

JT serves the pi 
vested interests who 
the press in this country, to 
spread the illusion that their 
newspapers have some very im¬ 
portant role to play in the 
shaping of natiixial events. The 
daim would seem to be as fal- 
ladous as the one about the 
freedom of the press Telengana 
i& a case in point. For nearly 
sue months the seperatist move¬ 
ment in Telengana has been 
front page news Students of po- 
htics would it^igmse all tlie in¬ 
gredients of the nation'll mala¬ 
ise in It—aggressive regionalism 
and ‘ seperatism, reachonary 
group quarrels and factional po 
btics, opportunism making foi 
lack of policy, endless indeci¬

posed after Mrs Gandhis eleclion as Prune Minister was 
whether there should be a single souice of pohlieal pow(‘i ^'t‘st- 
ed in the h(‘ad of the government or whether the post deiives 
power from men outside the government The “.syndicate” fell 
that siucc it had laised Mrs Gandhi to power, in effect she 
should he exeicising not her own lcad<Tsliip but ‘collective 
leadership* aftei consultations with (he bosses 

flaving been foikul in tfieir attempts by the dcspeiate 
Mrs. Gandhi, the “syndicali” is now seeking to fragment th(* 
power stiTieliire hy setting up another fcKiis in the President 
Tins will have the gravest consccjuenccs, whether Mrs Gandhi 
realises il or not. Tlie powders of the Piesidenl under the 
Constitution have not been clearly defined and there are areas 
of ambiguity which a President seeking personal power o? 
power on behalf of a group can utilise to advantage to inhibit 
constitutional processes in the name of the C'onstitiition This 
may suit the nook of the Jana Sungh which believes in th(‘ 
Presidential system of government and is not loo keen on 
British parliamentary method But what of parties like the 
Swatantra which daiin to be libeial and democratic? 


These two issues have now betm upstaged by Mrs 
Gandhi who has raised the economic objective of the Congress 
as the most important matter before the party and the people 
It has never been ^losed so clearly. Rut Mrs Gandhi cannot 
miss the implications of putting it in this fashion. The people 
have been told for some considerable time that the economy 
ia on the up-tum, that socialism is complete nonsense, that so- 
dol control of banks is as good as bank nationalisation, tliat 
atiy lefl-of-oontre government is as bad as a communist take¬ 
over, that the status quo is questioneil only by Naxahtes, 
anaxdiists and such riffraff. Mrs. Gandhi's economic .strategy, 
if she really believes in it, must eventually result in a reorder¬ 
ing of die sodal set-up where the privileged are removed from 
their vantage positions 

The public will not be convinced that a minor restructur¬ 
ing of tihe ministerial set-up will bring us any nearer socuilisxn. 
He Congress Party at the top consists of hard-eyed politicos 
who have no interest in the social revolution. Their entire 
being is conneoted with the vested interests^ and the unctuous 
plnses they xoU around about egalitarian policies are taken 
for the oily propagai^ it is. It is the people genuinely com¬ 
mitted to sodalim lhat Mrs. Candhi has to mobilise. The 
principle about the roh of the Prime Minister is undoubtedly 
important But if that is oil there is to it, the other question 
be jeparatdd fiom It. Hie two do not mix.

Patil vvcMit furtht'r lie said 
that socialism meant the en¬ 
rolling of business houses as 
full members of the Congress 
Tins K'fcned oiilv to the houses 
as torpoiate (*ntities and not to 
tbcir individual members, who 
vvcTc free, cpiitc logically, to 
become members of like-mind¬ 
ed pailies like the Sw'atantia 
Parly In fac'l bv I'nrolling all 
the business houses as members 
of the (Congress, tlie accent 
would be shifted fioni the 
individual (a chaiacteristic of a 
capit ilist economv^) to the cor¬ 
porate (a socialist value) 

At Bangaloii*, the lay public 
believed that it was Indii.i 
Gandhi wlio struck the haidest

The Turks cheered, as this 
was the most emphatic declara¬ 
tion so far of socialism being a 
leaJity Socialism ts 
llien Chavan said, 'Bunk.' 
There w^as confusion, and the 
columnists leported diat it 
looked like moves would be 
aToot once again Commenta¬ 
tors leported ideological struggle 
and polarisation. The Old 
Guard inninUined that the 
Home Munster liad settled 
socialism’s hash, because, fol¬ 
lowing closely the wLse words 
oi Ileruy Fold, one of the 
founders of socialism, he had 
said socialism w'as bunk The 
Leftists maintained that the 
‘bunk’ was leally a x)«^xeTUhe*i- 
cal expicssion and did not re¬ 
late to socialism 
The position of the Prime 
Minister herself in the middle 
of thi*se two exti ernes was not 
cli'ai. Perhaps she was impro¬ 
vising a new' centrism. 

Much is uncertain. 'The only 
certainty is that moves are 
afoot One moie spotted was 
the PM taking over Finance 
and (as moves entail counter¬ 
moves) Mooiarjibhai shedding 
I>y Prime Ministership All 
“moves” aie towards socialism, 
of course, whether they are 
“afoot” or subtcriancan.

With working women the 
problem becomes more acute, 
foi the family, that is.

dual locked units in it Each 
key carries a typed tag All 
these bunches hang from labell¬ 
ed hooks on one master key- 
Ixiard Trouble anscs when she 
forgets to bring from the office 
the single key which unlocks 
the front entrance. 

Myself, I am also a one-key 
man. I mislay it often but there 
is a bright young lad next'door 
who has a way w'lth locks.

The only reiisonablc conclusion is that h(‘ie they 
are trying to work up the* mass hvsteria of the wuitcr of 1962 
when every piile liberal wa» labelled an agent of Mao Unfor¬ 
tunately for the' Masanis and Rajujis, the last general c'lectinn 
changed the pohtical iact' of India decisivclv and whatever 
gunmick they mav be able to pul forward witli the help of their 
friends within the Jana Sangh, the PSP and the Congress it¬

If 
you go to their hoiiK's, you find 
all the tune the\' can spare from 
speculation and moIley-grabl^ 
mg IS devilled to piayi'i and 
‘puja’ .me! rituals piesciibc^d for 
the large pantheon of gods and

But 
there* IS inoie to it When the 
balance is struck, tlie miser’s 
appears to be a dull and cheer¬ 
less lift*, devoid of companion- 
slup, of fun and frivolity which 
niaki* life bearable IIis self- 
sufficiency has jiuslu'd him to 
the point of isolaHoii. lie has 
never felt the iiish of love and 
fellow-feeling tliioiigh his veins; 
tlie fountain of his sympathy has 
diiecl up, (ml off fiom the give- 
and-take of socitd inti'rcourse, 
ho tends to become unaccommo¬ 
dating, surely, intolerant, he has 
no resili(*iice, no chanty 

1 somehow do not fancy this 
kind of life, I may have made 
a mess of tlung.s but that way 
I have got much more out of 
lif(' than the mere satisfaction of 
a fat bank balana* could have 
given And if I W'ere to live 
over again. I’ll not hesitate to 
make a bigger mess of my life.

Paramoifntcy’s Lapse? 

B. iN Pandey. The break-up of Bntish India. MaemUbm,, ♦ 
Bombay and London, 1969 (pp xvi 4- 246, Pnee 18s.) ^ 


'T'lIE “Biilibli India” in the title 
of the ])Ouk means 'India 
under the Biitish/* not “British 
India” as distinguished from thi' 
Pnneely States Pandey’s con¬ 
cern IS the coursi* of history of 
the Mib-continent that ciilmi- 
nated in its partition He poses 
the questions well m the pre¬ 
face How did partition take 
place? Was it inevitable'^ Wlint 
was the share oi the British in 
the lesponsibility for How 
did the idea of Pakistan receive 
swift currency? All questions, as 
yet imperfectly answered, which 
are worth addressing ourselves 
to 

Pandey's story essentially 
commenct^s at the turn of the 
cfiiturv, tlioiigh he peei>s into 
two earlier p<*riods also now and 
then, and it is an* eminently 
readable narrative of the hap¬ 
penings up to paitition But he 
breaks no fresh ground, his tale 
has been hild earlier by others 
The author tells us ol a seminar 
m London, th«‘ contributions at 
which 'liave thrown new light 
on some facets of the subject,” 
which presumably figure in his 

book Maybe he gained from 

the seminar but addition to oner's 
knowledge does not necessanlv 
make* it addition to knowledge! 
Wore he to sum up what is new 
in his book, Pandey would be 
hard put to it A book is apt 
to gf‘l away with what a re¬ 
search article may not 

Pandey has a personal prefer¬ 
ence also in the mattei, a united 
India, a preference that he 
should have got over as a schol¬ 
ar engaged in the serious busi¬ 
ness of writing history'. Uniform¬ 
ly distributing brickbats is no 
suhstiUite for looking into the 
subji'ct with a cool mind. Tlius 
there are brickbats to the Bri¬ 
tish whose granting of commu¬ 
nal clectoiates, Pandey feels, is 
the original sin which tore the 
sub-continent asundei To be 
fair, Pandey does not say the 
Biitisli created Muslim separa¬ 
tism in the first plact‘. it is Uie 
Aligarh movement which did it 
If one IS restricted to choosing 
between simple explanations, 
one might ns well name Jinnah 
and sit back contentedi ' 

Whatever the explanation of 
the genesis of Muslim separat¬ 
ism, Pandey feels it could have 


been combated by the Congress. 

He does not come out clearly 
how this could have been done, 
and his account is only sugges¬ 
tive By Nehru not committing 
the famous faux pas over the 
Qibinet Mission proposal? By . 
the Congress proffering to shaife " 
power with the Muslim League 
as early as 1937? 

'Fhat was Azad s view which 
Pandey ivjects as having been 
bom only out of hindsi^t (pp 
146-7) Was not the League a 
party of landlords and the Con- 
giess one of land reforms, ex¬ 
claims Pandey ffow thm was 
Congress radicalism was shown 4| 
by its rr^action to the Liaquat Ali 
Khan budget in 1947 (pp 186-7). 

No, the theory of radicalism and 
conservatism in economic poli¬ 
cies does not explain the strife 
Ix'tween the two parties that 
substantially represented the two 
waning comnuimties, Jinnah 
might has e played his cards 
well, Nehru and Gandhi theirs 
ill, but Pandey des not convince 
that the substance of events, as ' 
distinguished from their tuning 
and form, could have been d»t- 
ferent Only the nostalgia for a 
united India makes him feel that 
the parting of ways could have 
iK'cn prevented 

And has not partition done 
any good? In place oi anarchic 
strife and animosities between 
the two coininiinities, the exer¬ 
cise of sovereign powe’*’ is much 
less irresponsible because of the 
restraint placed by colder cal¬ 
culations of power and by the 
comity of nations. The problem * 
of minorities is of course 
there m either country, but if tbe 
irrational among tbe majority of 
each expects their govommi^nl 
to be poised against the other 
country, a similar element in the 
minority expects the other couii^ 
try to wage its war, a war we 
all know cannot be wagqd. 
Someone might feel sad that the 
present stability is basecl on so 
much illusion But illusion is not 
as far removed from sanity as 
would have been the insanity 
that would have envelopi^ the 
sub-continent if anydiing less 
than partition, like the Cabinet 
Mission gimmick, was accepted ' 
in 1947

'T'HE United States obvioiusly has not worked out a new 

policy for Asia yet. It has only given up the earlier one. 
Nor can the US have a credible policy for tins continent until 
die rationalises her relations with Cliina As a preliminary to 
arriving at any understanding with China, the US must be 
willing to dismantle its base in Taiwan. This is the minimum 
that China will insist before any step for a detente is under¬ 
taken. The United States cannot in the present areumstances' 
discard its old dient, Generalissimo Cluang Kai-shck 

In the meantime several tlungs are likely to take place 
China will have become a ranking nuclear power by the middle 
seventies, 'fhe border diflFerences between that country and 
the Soviet Union by that time has either to be revolved peace¬ 
fully or enipt in war But the Soviet Union must have drawn 
the lesson that the Amencans have learnt at painful cost—that 
to get involved in a land war with China is to commit suicide. 
The assumption must be made that the Soviet Union and China 
will srttle their border problems anucably. The possibility is 
that China then will emerge as a super-power in her own 
right, wielding considerable pohtical importance in various 
arts of the world. This may be unpalatable to some people 
ut poh'bcal realists liave to take that into account in any 
consideration of the future of Asia. 

K It is with this perspective in mind that India and other 
countnes must frame their poiiaes Mrs Indira Gandhi w’as 
grasped the elements of the situation and her suggestion for 
intematioDal guarantees for India and bordering countnes is a 
sound one. No Asian nation can go on the assumption that 
China will be permanently hostile. Any attempt by anybody 
to oi^ganise a para-military regional apparatus should be finnly 
resisted because that would be {mating trouble llic best 
guarantee of internal stability is a government that is respon.sive 
to the aspirations of the people and builds the economy in 
such a manner that every man and woman becomes a parti¬ 
cipant in the process of national growth 

The Prime Minister has aioused this expectancy in the 
minds of the people by her recent decision to make structural 
dianges in the economy. After many years of political stag¬ 
nation, the people feel a new impetus, a heightened sense of 
^urgency. Mr. Nixon and Mr. Brezhnev may mean well when 
'they ask Asian nations to co-operate. But that co-operation 
can be meaningful only if each State in the region is strong by 
itself. Our talk of self-reliance with one on the World 
Bank and the US H(ni.se of Congress has made us relax. 
Success often goes to those who dare and act, Jawaharlal 
fNehru used to say. Mrs. Gandhi has dared. Now, will she act?

But 
the effort on Wednesday to re¬ 
vive the clause revealed 
several Congress members were 
having second thoughts. MJC, 
Masani's motion to adfoiun the 
debate on the Bill till Thurs¬ 
day saved an embarrassipg 
moment for Mr. Ra^uramaiah,

T'\EMOCRACY lias ii v v t* i 
^ wanlt*d in its (Ictiaclors in 
tins country Tl has been nuclei 
fin* since* its inccpticin, the Ic'ftist 
parties liave no patience with 
its slow-moving pace, tin* ngh- 
tists of course clishkc* it for tin' 
obvious reasons Hie iinc'oin- 
miltecl intelligentsia simply leel 
dismayed by the inefficiency, 
graft, jobbery and nc*ar-aiiaicliy 
that have been increasingly on 
die* rampage as the years have*

What w’c need, therefore is 
some dt'sperab* remedy to meet 
this desperate situation To my 
mind the only thing which can 
deter men from this dangerous 
coiirs(‘ of swelling the number 
of then own respective caste or 
community is to have a restri¬ 
cted franchise based on proper¬ 
ty ((ualification ITus will not 
only act ns a deterrent but also 
as a strong inducement to peo- 
ph; to raise the living standards 
of their community which can 
best be achieved by a drastic 
control and legulahon of the 
biith-ratc in their community. 
Smaller families will ensure 
higher standards of living and 
proportionately large number 
of voles for the respective 
comniiinities 

Tins might appear a very un¬ 
democratic and retrogressive 
step, but the interests of democ¬ 
racy, and of national surviva] 
itself, demand that we mftke do 
with a limited democracy untl 
such time as we learn to think 
in national terms and to subordi¬ 
nate our own group or caste or 
regional loyalties to the larger 
loyaty that we owe to the coun¬ 
try.

•pHE Congress Party is at last facing up to certain jiolitical 
“ realities. When Jawaharlal Nehru was nudging the party 
towards democratic sociahsm, he had in mind a set up not 
dissimilar to Roosevelts ‘New Deal’ Indeed, he was quite 
upset at the interference of the communists in the International 
Anti-Impenalist Conference at Brussels and said so in strong 
terms But the feudaUminded Congress, wlule indulging Nehru, 
had no stomach for socialism. Their entire idea was to sub¬ 
stitute their own administration in place of the "Raj* I^ter, 
m the changed inteniational situation when India had to avoid 
gettmg entangled in the United States’ policy of roping in 
nations within military pacts, Nehru used to stress our social¬ 
ism a little more But even then it was clear that he was 
prepared to go only near Yugoslavia among the Cominiimst 
nations. After the Chinese attack on our borders, a spinted 
attempt was made by Rightist groups in the country backed 
with Western patronage* to topple the govenimenl and reverse 
the direction of what up to then were described as national 
policies 

It was fiom this moment that Nehru understood that 
relations with the Soviet Union had to be firm in order not 
only to withstan'H aggressive ideology whether from the US 
or from China but also to raise oui economy to new heights. 

This was firmly resisted by the Right which saw in Russian 
economic and military influence the spread of communism, 
even though it was well known that Russia w.is no longci 
interested in introducing commumsm into countries, just as the 
Amcncans had ceased to mention democracy to countries who 
‘ ‘were being protected in the name of democracy. 

The situation has now changed qualitatively because it is 
no longer international equations that compel our socialist 
orientations but internal conditions. Undoubtedly, Mrs. Indira 
Gandhi has started the mtra-fighting withm her party for per¬ 
sonal ends. But she has raised political issues and in the course 
of tzne it is the latter that will be discussed and taken as the 
central problem. This is all to the good 

The real point is that people in India will no longer 
believe in dramatic gestures as a substitute for a socialist wav 
of life. Bank nation^isation by itself means nothing and Mrs 
Gandhi’s insistence diat othci steps have to be cautious lends 
substance to the charge that she is no genuine socialist but 
one who is exploiting popular support for .socialist measures 
to entrench herself pditically. That would make her biand of 
Socialism pure demagogy. 

It would be a pity if Mrs. C^andhi were to convert what 
, eould becxime a momentous movement in favour of socialism 
Ato e factional battle. She will not only mar her political fiituie 
,but set back national progress by several decades. Besides, 

'tjand this is the worst of it^ she will have exhausted popular 
' in idlaa]^ politics.

A FTER extensive tf'lopbonc-

the Indian conscience. The de¬ 
bate was abstract, and both the 
Pi line Mimslei and the Congre.ss 
President were annoyed The 
Pi line Minister n'ceived support 
iiom an unexpected quarter. 
The ‘Yomig North Koreans’ in 
ih(' Uttar Pradesh Congress 
hi ought fortli the thesis that, 
alter all, the party fiad admini- 
sU'red the country for the past 
tw'o decades witliout a shred of 
(oiisciencc, and a free vote, in 
that context, would involve no 
(‘onscience. Tlicre was neither 
conseicnei' nor anti-conscieiice. 
It was politics, which was also

But by Tuesday night 
even the Weather Office was 
scared of predicting anything, 
both the Pnme Minister and 
the Congres.s President were 
trying desperately for a patch 
up. But the Prime Mmister’s 
patch-up was diametrically op¬ 
posed to tlio Congress Presi¬ 
dent s patch-up. The Prime Min¬ 
ister’s recipe for patch-up visua¬ 
lised the defeat of V. V. Giri, 
while the Congress President s 
visualised the defeat of Reddy. 
So bitter was the opposition o( 
these two patch-ups that a fresh 
polarisation was feared. The 
Congress President, Tuesday 
midnight, was contemplating 
serving of a suspension order on 
the Pnme Mimstcr for fiaving 
sponsored a patch-up opposed to 
the Party’s official patch-up (or 
was it patch-work?) 

S K. Patil also dissociated 
himself from both the patch- 
ups. He roundly accused the 
Prime Minwlcr of havmg con¬ 
spired With a solitary Jana 
Sangh Member ot Parliament, 
Sw'umi Bhramananda, and ano¬ 
ther solitary Swatantra legisla¬ 
tor fiom Gujarat, to sabotage 
socialism in this country. Inc 
Swann had pledged his support 
even without the Prime Minis- 
tei making him an offer of the 
Home portfolio Similarly, the 
Swatantra legislator had no pro¬ 
spect of getting Finance, Yet 
they backed her, which Patil 
said dearly pioved collusion

This confounded the two 
Communist parties, who had 
got close together. With the 
prospect of the Congress PWy 
staying patch up, and the prf>- 
spect of an Ajoy Mukheriee in¬ 
carnation of Indira Gandhi re- 
ceding prtmrtionatety, thet < 
Communists felt that nothing 
much was served in abandeming 
their mutual recriminations. 
However, other qppositioD par¬ 
ties managed to persuade the 
Communists, partially at least, 
to agree to unite both among 
themselves and with the others. 
The Jana Sangh was back ad¬ 
vocating non-Congressism, as 
also the SSP. It was considered' 
possible tliat all the parbes in¬ 
cluding both the Communist 
Farbes, might function as a uni¬ 
t'd front op^xising the re-umted 
Congress 

In a dramabc move, the Con¬ 
gress Piesident once again accu¬ 
sed the Prime Minister of hav¬ 
ing patched up her differences 
with the Syndicate with the sole 
purpose ot helping the Opposi- 
bon to unite This tune he call- 
('d her a card-cariying member 
of the Communist Party, set up 
as Congress candidate for the 
office of Pnme Minister by the 
Intelligence Bureau which was 
tapping all innocent conversa¬ 
tion Moves were afoot to sus¬ 
pend her. The Congress Party 
faced polarisation once again. 

Tlie opposibon responded 
magnificently, split into two^ 
the Prime Munster’s opposition 
and the S}mdicate’s opposition.

This kind of broad-based contiol will serve as a fillip to 
meaningful discussion about our social, political and economic 
mores. The sacred cows of tlic Constitution, the judiciary and 
iparliamentary democracy, not to mention socialism as inter¬ 
preted bv various Leftist parties, can be' honestly evaluated only 
in a society where mass media operate as a social apparatus 
Otheiivise the contrast between the West and us will deepen.

Profile of 1970 


'T'HERE is no plagiarism in¬ 
volved in the title because 
it is confined to 1970 and not 
the decade of destiny, the 
Seventies Secondly, not having 
been able to wangle trips to 
other countries, I shall limit my 
projections into the future of 
only India, that, too, the poli- 
ticod aspect. 

As in any historical assess¬ 
ment, timing determines the 
outcome. For instance, if we 
were casting the horoscope of 
the country a week ago when 
Nifalingappaji said he could 
not guarantee the continuance 
of Indira Gandhi as Pnmc Mi¬ 
nister up to 1972, we could 
speculate on the likely succes¬ 
sors and what they would do 
But if the timing was after the 
adoption of the ''unity resolu- 
tion*" by the Congress Working 
Cbmmittee^ we would not be 
guided too much by the Ck)n- 
grm President s inability to 
guiuraDtee Mrs. Gandhi's tenure, 
would treat it as a physi¬ 


cal inadequacy which might 
not change the course of his¬ 
tory. 

All this preamble is only to

Ilappri^ 
chemenl between whom and 
when'-' Will it be after her re¬ 
moval or lK?foie'^ Though a 
brilliant wnlei, he has also be- 
1 ‘Onu’ screwy because of tliis 
blasted crisis'" So saying he 
replaced the ailiele m the 
drawer.

The Editor’s face hrightcn- 
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ed "He is a brainy chap and as 
Rajaji say’ he is qualified to 
say whatever he wants to But 
did he say it to you? You 
should have got the quotes in 
his own flowery language ” 

'Yes, I was talking to him 
in the f'mtial Hall I didn’t 
then think il would be a useful 
(jiiote Secondly, he sounded 
piosaic, perhaps having e\- 
liaiisted all the poetry iii Nija- 
liiigappa’s letters ” 

“Don’t worry. Go on and tell 
me what else he said I can use 
it in an editonal” 

"But w'lthont attribution,” I 
insisted 

“Of course. Why should I 
give credit to someone else for 
o])inions which arc supposed to 
he mine?” 

I had to invent on my feet, 
or legs as fonner Speaker, 
Saiijiva Rixldy, was fond of 
saving. 1 began. "He thinks 
wlioevcr emerges victor in the 
crisis, the future of sodalism is 
hlciik Because of the Pnme 
Munster’s rashness in relying 
on Communist support, the so- 
callc‘d Syndicate has turned its 
face against all kinds of radical 
change* And if she wins aftei 
breaking the party she will be 


a prisoiuT of mteniahoim] 
commiinisni—” 

The Editor who was taking 
down notes of iny profound 
ohscivations asked me what 
then was the w^ay out. 

"Asoka Mehta did not sj^ell 
tliat out But I have my owni 
solution If tlie Syndicate wins, 
they should jiut Asoka Mehta 
m a lesponsible position so 
that socialism does not suffei 
Secondly, they should imple¬ 
ment Tarkeshw’ari Sinha’s re¬ 
solution urging nationalisation 
of many things, such as foreign

The Editor would no longer 
contain himself ‘'What rot are 
vou talking?

Before I could reply, he'had 
apparently collected his 
thoughts and began again. 
“You think Rajaji and the Swa- 
tantra are such innocents to 


have placed their tiiist in the 
Syndicate if it was gomg to 
embark on nationalisation of 
this and that—” 

"Othervv'isc, Tarkeshwari Sin- 
ha will not join the new gov¬ 
ernment,” 1 started to reason 
out my thesis “If she doesn't 
join the Government, she will 
write articles against it and 
speak against it, as she did 
gainst Morarji Desai even.

In the twink¬ 
ling of an eye, the iddi-sam- 
bar-bhelpuiiwala Jumps into a 
diuezling suit and starts humm¬ 
ing and hawing and the motive 
of this affectation is, in nine 
ca.ses out of ten, pure showing 
off. The expense account, in 
some cases, bolsters his courage 
to get into the act of talking 
business, but unlike the Delhi- 


wala who iii a pastmasttT in do¬ 
ing the other guy in the eye¬ 
ball. the Bombay countcipart

This scheme avoids the danger of government (xmtrol and 
control by groups, syndicates and business interests. 

Tbere is no clear idea in India bexauso both journalists 
and non-journalist organisations in the country havi* stuck 
exclusively to higher wages The* social responsibilities of ne\\'s- 
papers have not been discussed. There ore political partu's in 
this country like the two Commiinii^t Parties that aie not in¬ 
terested in this kind of dcmioeratisation because it will pr(' 
empt control of the Press by a party caucus.

In the next few weeks there will be a lot of pressure on 
ftp Government to do something to free the Press from the 
shackles imposed by industrialists. This is legitimate and tlu 
Government must do something about it. But there must he 
some daiity, about what is to be the substitute. Newspapers 
are not banks or jute factones. They educate and edify and 
inform and are a special category by themselves. The goal of the

^HE innovations human in¬ 
genuity had made to 
institutionalize talking arc fasci¬ 
nating to ponder.

When the earliest tribal lan¬ 
guage was developed, the 
sim^taneous sl^iuting was 
found inconvenient Siure there 
was now a specific verbal man¬ 
ner of oonveving a given mes¬ 
sage, the rule was accepted 
that one listens while the other 
yellsi the former waiting for lus 
tum to yell back in reply. This 
was primitive conversation, a 
milestone in taUdug. Man has

not altogether got over the 
nostalgia for his fiecr beginnings 
as witness how common even 
today .is the tendency to talk 
to eacn other simultaneouslv ^ 

At tliLs stage the tribal chief 
staited getting ]dea.s, and pio^ 
claimed talking as his own solt' 
prenigative, silent listening thus 
becoming the lot of his flock 
There was no question of Ins 
having to pause to listen in his 
turn the weture was bom—the 
right exclusively of the chief¬ 
tain I The consccpiences of as¬ 
sociating lectnimg with tlu' tn- 
bal leadership were deeisne for 
the subsequent course of human 
history. Those with the gift of 
tile gab started getting suspect¬

when the chief allowi*d talking 
by those who are belter gifted 
than him, iirovidcd they con 
vinced him of then dismlric- 
stedness in replacing him Such 
persons weie even given state 
patronage' as court oratois The 
lecture thus came tu stay finn- 
ly, no longer an exclusive roj.il 
prerogative! 

The next Icaji forward in talk¬ 
ing was when some'one sud¬ 
denly spaied a thought to the 
multituck* of listeuf'rs silent all 
the time as if they were dnmb^ 
Why not, il was siiggestecl, 
give a chance for them to sav 
their litlh' hit^ So came tht 
practice of allowing listeners to 
put a few rpiestions to the lec¬ 
turer at the end of tht* Icetuic! 

Now» this e\]ienmerit i(*v'ealed 
other possibilities It w’ds notic¬ 
ed that foimal h'ctnreis were 
few and far between, and that 
thoir number w’as not satisfying 
growing demands The innova¬ 
tions of allowing (pK'Stions after 
the lecture brought up a l)ig 
class of vvii>c men who were

'T'HE fiasco of the SSP-spon- 
^ sored no-confidence motion 
at the end of the monsocm ses< 
sion has marked the anticlimax 
to the six weeks of excitement 
> in which Mrs. Gandln displayed 
a rare combination of skill and 
nitb]es.snebs not witnessed be¬ 
fore on the political stage of 
New Delhi Not that Mr MacUiu 
T.<imaye, Mr Ram Sevak Yadav 
and Mr, George Fernandes are 
likely to be discouraged by the 
phenomenon of 13 SSP members 
alone standing up in support of 
iheir motion. But the fact noted 
•by some others was that for the 
^ first time no other Opxiosition 
group seemed willing to kmd 
suxiport to the SSP motion which 
was so woided as to be an at¬ 
tempt at compromise for seve¬ 
ral viewpoints. Tlie motion said, 
the goveniment was "a govern- 
inent of contradictions,** that it 
was "in collusion with big busi¬ 
ness, foreign capital, fedual re¬ 
lies and bureauerac'y,** and that 
it had ‘only recently encourag¬ 
ed destruction*of democracy in 
Uttar Pradesh ” Was it only the 
^ lack of prior consultations that 
‘ prevented other Opposition 
groups from supporting such a 
resolution? The answer would 
suggest that the appeal of SSFs 
blanket non-Congressism, with 
all its dubious postures, is being 
lost on its allies even while the 
Congress is gomg throu^ a 
split. The monsoon session saw 
this situation develop in all its 
complexity. 

Spanning the session was the 
crisis in the Congress Party Le¬ 
gislative business such as was 
transacted, except for the Bank 
Nationahsation Bill, had little to 


hold interest in the face of Con¬ 
gress in-fighting The storm sig¬ 
nals raised at the Bangalore 
AICC had forecast squally wea¬ 
ther for the monsoon session of 
Parliament *rhe Syndicate and 
llie Prune Mmister w<'re on col¬ 
lision course, said the experts, 
and there was talk of a fight to 
the finish Mr Morarji Desais 
resignation and the banks na¬ 
tionalisation ordinance immedi¬ 
ately raised the suspense and all 
waited for tlie promised “take¬ 
over** after the Presidentuil elec¬ 
tion. But then the Congress 
Parly's instinct for survival pro¬ 
ved stronger than the crisis and 
the denouement came witli the 
patch-up m the Working Com¬ 
mittee All through the sequence, 
the Opposition played bluidfold- 
ed, leaving the decisions to the 
warring Congress factions 

As a result, the Congress Party 
retains its identity though 
it is virtually split. Simultane¬ 
ously, the session has witnessed 
the assertion by Mrs. Gandhi of 
her position of leader of the 
Congress Parliamentary Party 
and Prime Minister, supported 
by Mr Fakhruddm Ah Anmcd, 
Mr Jagjivan Ram and the 
“Young Turks ** The "free-vote" 
h(‘came the symbol of Congress 
progressivism as much as banks 
nationalisation and whatcvei 
else Mrs Gandhi decides should 
follow, including the enquiry ui- 
to the Birla concerns. The Syn¬ 
dicate, more .specifically its 
('hampions in the Parliamentary 
Party including the tlirec wo¬ 
men MPs who led the battle on 
behalf of Mr. Nijalingappa with 
incessant fury, had no chance of 
curbing the Prime Minister, hav¬ 


ing lost the initiative to her at 
the outset Whatever hope Mrs 
Gandhi*s opponents had of re¬ 
moving her from the Pnmt' Mi¬ 
nistership after Morarii Desai's 
ouster from the Cabinet was 
fjTially lost 111 the battle for tlie 
Presidential election as Mr 
Cu-i's victory fully confirmed 
the preemjiK'iicc* of Mrs. Gandlii 
m the party and m the country 
for the tunc being. It was dieic- 
lor an embittered Mrs. Tarakesh- 
wan Sinha who moved in the 
Lok Sabha n resolution for iiatiu- 
nalisation of foreipi tiade, gene- 
lal insurance, steel industry, foi- 
eigii investments and what have 
vou. Interpreted as a “challenge" 
to Mrs Gandhi to implement all 
and more than the 10-point eco¬ 
nomic programmer of tlie Con¬ 
gress, the resolution, howewer, 
achii*ved a sort of distinction by 
getluig only four “free votes** in 
its favour from the Congress 
sidf in spite of Mr Madliu Li- 
inaye’s invitation to Congress 
members to itiiiit the party and 
cross over to his side Apparent¬ 
ly, a radical stance by Mrs 
Siuha was not enougli to cany 
the party with her and m any 
case not after the Presidential 
election At the same tune, it 
would indicate that the Prune 
Minister will be constantly un¬ 
der pressure to keep up her po¬ 
pular image and would have to 
watch her every step 

P’or the Swatanlra and the 
Jana Sangh, the session was u 
bitter experience, their hopes on 
the emerging strength of Riglit- 
ist influence m the Congress 
l^arty being sadly bched by 
events On both banks nationa 
lisdtioii and the Presidential con¬ 


test, they have lost, the Jana 
Sangh also lo.sl one of its Mem¬ 
bers, Swann Brahmanand. 
Among thi‘ other Opposition 
groups, the (kmimimists have 
tound themselves closely drawn 
into the Congress quarrels, hav¬ 
ing thiown their lot with the 
PjiiTK' Minister, though Mrs. 
Gandhi h.i.s been quick to deny 
lhal she is any fi'llow-travellei. 
While oil issues like banks na¬ 
tionalisation the line up has in¬ 
cluded Communists, Socialists, 
DMK and Coiigicss “Yoimg 
Tniks** on the one side and the 
Swatantra, Jana Sangh and Con¬ 
gress Right on the other, on 
many other issues like questions 
on Kerala oi West Bengal, the 
party aligrinicmts undergo scve« 
ral changes Thus the SSP could 
not only support bank nationali¬ 
sation but also move along with 
Swatantra and Jaim Sangh pres¬ 
sing foi sending the Bill to a 
select committee Again on the 
subject of police raid on the 
West Bengal Assembly, the SSP 
found itself criticising the Unit¬ 
ed Front Government, oven al¬ 
leging that the raid by the 
policemen v\»as a kind of c*ons- 
piiacy by the Marxist Commu¬ 
nists As for the PSP, its only 
significant act in tlie sessqin was 
to sponsor the candidature of

TDED Tape js a highly toxii 
and infectious disease ende¬ 
mic HI government offices all 
over the world Recent research 
has revealed that this chabohe 
' virus proliferates as a direct le- 
sult of the mating of “indeci¬ 
sion” and "procrastinab’on.'' Its 
breeding ground is the musty 
atmosphere of die government 
offices and it incubates during 
the larval period in the ‘IN” iiiid 
“OUT” trays of the office, being 
tossed about from table to table 
by impertuu'nt eliaprassis, m- 
(i dolent clerks, unpotent superm- 
tendents, inehicient officers and 
“higher-ups” who arc “prisoners 
of indecision.”

’T'lIE United States, uccoiding to Ambassador Kenneth Keat- 
ing, docs not want non-oominunist Asian States to cntei 
into any kind of military alliance with cither the United Slates 
or with the Soviet Union The Itussian leaders, according to 
many authoritative declarations, do not want these States to 
have any military alliance with one or other of the super¬ 
powers. Tliey are in agreement here. Neither of them would 
like China to be a party in these arrangements. That is 
obvious. It Will take some time before, if ever, non-communist 
Asian States can by their own united efforts withstand tlu* 

S ressures of the siipei-powers. What does all this mean for 
ie concept of Asian security^ 

In effect it mtians that both the United States and the 
"Soviet Union and organisations and political groups connected 
with them want to stop subverting the system. A period of 
stability is expected to put the economy on an even keel with 
help from both power systt!ms. In the climate of detente^ non- 
alignment IS a respectable foreign policy and so that is no 
problem. In the mterrupium, the United States and the USSR 
can come to terms with Cluna, laying down the limits of 
China’s sphere of infkience on the continent. Looked at witli 
cold Ioeic> there seems nothing wrong with the idea they hai e 
In mind. The leaders of the under-developed countries get a 
longisli respite for trying out many economic and political 
nostrums to make their cxiuntries strong and viable. But is 
nich a truce feasible? 

In In4ia, for lastance, the recent political crisis in the 
Confess Tarty caused Rightist parties to revive the bogey of 
jj^nuninent communist take-over. This was partly old habit 
and partly for the reason that there is no other course open 
to tham when governments advance what are known as radical 
policies. Is the Swatantra Parto to agree to the bank nation- 
(Misation scheme because the United States does not want to 
teem reactionary and interfering? It will lose whatever in- 
ffuence it retains if it takes fhis attitude. And so the old 
Warcry of the communist danger is revived Similarly, if ever 
djore ist a Bi^tist set-up in the cotinby witkdn consttiitioual 
jtettations, will the Communists refuse to make use of events 
to Qveitjlltow the government merely because the Soviet Union 
* does not want to upset the apple cart? v 

As the idea of Asian security works in the minds of the 

C QV maloers of the super-powers, it is one of marking time 
the nokhCoinmuiiist Asian States until the settlement with 
aa jj/decided.

The National Situation

'T'HE slienoe in the capital is 
^ deafening. No lions roar. Mr. 
Nijalincappa, the Congress Pre¬ 
sident. has diplomatically declar¬ 
ed himself l)oth for and against 
the Pnmc Minister. The Prime 
Minister, ecjually diplomatic. 
<ihas declared herself both for 
party dlsci(dine and for a free 
vote. Mr. Jag)ivan Ram has 
agreed alternately with the cri¬ 
tics of the S^dicate and its sup- 
poiters. And even Mrs Tarkesn- 
ivari Sinha has now come out 
impartially against the Syndi¬ 
cate's profession that it never 
contemplated toppling Mrs. 
Gandhi. 

With both sides in a state of 
iiucb fluidity it is not easy to 
anticipate what either the FVune 
Mh)tster's supporters or her op- 
will do next. The Prime 
Min&ibr herself is not clear on 
what Idle should do in the pre^ 
t Sftuation. She is squeezing 
Bltidt Nationalisation Act 
dxo pips can be heard 
squeaking in lUe BareiUi. Fur- 

* ‘ 


thei. she IS now convinced tliat 
beyond this extreme radical stop 
her Government can do little 
until the Syndicate publicly af¬ 
firms that her powers are the 
same as that of the Prune Min 
3stei of Gieat Britain 

Mrs. Gandhi, howevi'i, has an 
advantage over her rivals She 
can address meetings in her little 
round-about, take out victory 
processions and hold festive rab 
hes. Poor Nijalingappa, Patil and 
Atulya Ghosh have not even a 
handful of the faithful to listen 
to them in public. In drawing 
rooms they may be lions Bui 
out on the maidan they are 
often mistaken for stray sheep 

The only exception is Mr. Mo- 
larji Desai who has reason to 
feel very strongly about the 
whole matter. After all, he is 
the only loser in the game bet¬ 
ween Mis. Gandhi and the Syn¬ 
dicate Deprived of his port¬ 
folio, he cannot retum to the 
Cabinet as Deputy Prime Mlni- 


istiT So that leaves him out in 
the* cold whcic he can moke 
speeches on behalf of party dis¬ 
cipline, trutli, non-violence, char- 
kha, prohibition, swadeshi and 
the other Congrc'ss varities 

Despite the toning down ot 
the c'ontroveisy, tlie war is fai 
from over. Indeed, it can never 
be over until one or the other 
side makes a clean sweep of it 
Mis. Gandlii is probably fright¬ 
ened at the hopes she has raised 
in the mind.s of tlie public Most 
people now expect her to take* a 
large number of radical econo¬ 
mic and social measures to 
change the social set-up m this 
country. What she wanted was 
to strengthen the office of the 
Prime Minister, as she repeated¬ 
ly has said. Are these forces 
which she has conjured up to be 
put back In the bottle, she must 
be wondering whether she can 
do that She cannot in any case 
until the battle is decided one 
way or the other. Whenever the 
Syndicate makes one move to- 


waids circiunscnbmg her range, 
she has to take a more pronoun¬ 
ced socialistic posture. Tins is 
l!i<* dilemma she has landc’d her¬ 
self in alter the sudden decision 
to natioiitdise fourteen banks 
and scared the pants off the

Perhaps the most piteous 
figuie to cmeige out of the 
(liaos IS Ml.

The Revolutionary Syndrome 


*T*HE world moved fmm one 
historic event into anotlier 
last week, without lespite as it 
were. Hardly had il weather¬ 
ed the impact of the takeover 
of fourteen banks when a lik- 
toric personality, Ho Chi Minh, 
passed away. On Ho’s emi¬ 
nence there never was any 
doubt: he was a President aftei 
hll. But his partisans main- 
taiped that he was a revolution¬ 
ary too. This country, with 
its traction of prudence and 
politeness, never questioned 
this claim though it is common 
knowledge that Ho Chi Minh 
nationalised no banks but only 
fou^t ibe French and the 
Americans. Fighting the 
FVench is no problem, nor 
’fighting the Portuguese. We 
did it ourselves to free the 
French and the Portuguese 
pockets whidi were secured 
and integrated totally, unlike 
€he, compromise solution which 
Ho Ch< Minh succeeded in 
vteSthig horn the French after 
IMen Bko l^u. But the other 
war; nAmely, with the 
ioaitti ^ves rise to two tees- 
tieiis. €^, is It possAle to 


fight the Americans? And, two, 
IS It permissible? Though the 
answer is 'no* in both cases 
(experience has taught us that 
even minor American institu¬ 
tions like the Ford Foundation 
and the PL-480 Funds cannot 
be fought) Dinesh Singh gave 
generous praise to the departed. 

The first question which Chou 
En-lai leportedly asked of his 
hosts m Hanoi was, 'Ts any one 
coming from India?*'. Chou 
was agitated. The North Viet¬ 
namese would have liked to 
put him at case, but the China¬ 
man insisted on being told. He 
was told, ‘*Dinesh Singh, the 
Indian Foreign Minister." Chou 
walked into a waiting car, 
drove to the Embassy, had a 
shower and a quick wliisky-and- 
MaoVThouglit, after which he 
drove to where the body of Ho 
Chi Mmh lay in state. Chou 
hurried through the motions of 
condolence and flew back to 
Peking. ^ 

If ther^ are doubters in 
Delhi, diis incident should iHit 
them wise. What better ilfus- 
tratiOD cff the impact of Indian 
foreign policy could diere be? 


But more than our own scep¬ 
tics, it was the Russians w]^ 
tried to misinterpret the event 
Chinese retreat was done under 
public gaze, and it was evident 
to the whole world that it was 
Dinesh Singh’s and T N Kaul's 
presence that unnerved a har¬ 
dened Communist like Chou 
En-lai. China-watchers and 
political pundits observed that 
the recent .support expressed in 
Delhi by cabbies and horse 
cart men to Mrs. Cancllii has 
convinced the Chinese that the* 
initiative in the battle for Asia 
has passed to India Hence 
China’s anxiety to avoid a con¬ 
frontation in Hanoi. 

Moscow Radio, however,

After the brief 
preamble of sorrow, it remind¬ 
ed the world that ultimate 
victory would come through 
peaceful economic competition. 
It was reminding the world at 
large, and the Vietnamese in 
particular. Nor did the com¬ 
mentator forget to drive home 
the point that there could be

Clubs an' not trumps 


'T*HE club was a mere two 
minutes walk from xny 
house It went by the odd name 
of the Shanti Club No one 
<^>uld say exactly why Some 
believed it was named as such 
by the foimder in the fond hope 
that under this name li would 
be fre^ from the bickenngs and 
quarrc'ls among the organisers 
^thal were the bane of most 
clubs Others were of the opi¬ 
nion that it was named aftei the 
founder’s wife. I myself held 
the latter opinion. I could not 
believe that anyone who had 
the resources to found a club 
would be so naive as to hold 
the former view. 


The club building was single¬ 
storeyed and consisted of a cent- 
' ral large hall with smaller lOoms 
evening into it on either side 
7 %c central hall was used for 
meetings and an occasional 
dance or dramatic show. All the 
sicle rooms except one, which 
was the bar, were card rooms. 
The building faced the road and 
"was set in one corner of the 
spacious ground on which it was 
coxuhiicted, so that a narrow 
strip was left in front and a 


large aiea uii one side An am¬ 
bitious, ccinenttxl tennis court 
had been laid out on the side 
and was doubtless well patro¬ 
nised 111 the early days of the 
club Now, however, the fact 
that it had been a tennis court 
once was evidenced only by the 
short steel upnghts tliat had 
hold the tennis net and which 
now stood rusting, firmly em¬ 
bedded m the concrete Tennis 
was no longer a game the mem¬ 
bers could afford The cemont- 
cn:l patch was now marked out 
loi badminton and it was the 
most popular activity of the 
club for the younger set.

To gi*t a game you were sup¬ 
posed to enter your name m a 
register kept in one of the card 
rooms Tlie fiist four names en¬ 
tered were entitled to play the 
first set of three games. Aftei 
that came the next four persons 
and so on As the court was not 
lit, it was seldom that more tlian 
three sets could be played ou 
any one evening and thus not 
more than twleve persons could 
normally be expected to get a 


game In practice, howevei, it 
worked difterently. llie fiist 
four on the register started a 
set, but very often one, two, or 
sometimes all four players 
would drop out after the first 
or second game to gi\e some 
waiting friends a chance to 
play, so that if you were late 
to bxi among the first twelve on 
the register, you could general¬ 
ly manage at least one game on 
most es'cning.'i Young college- 
going girls of the neighbourhood 
loimed moie than half of the 
players and it would luive to he 
ri veiy hard-}u*ai ted male play¬ 
er who could resist tiu' entrea- 
tu‘s of these fair enthusiasts as 
the) stood on the side, as a game 
pioceedcd, b<*gging to bo allow 
ed to come in for the lU'vt game

the club as it was tht' only club

Narcissists, its leaders are in the last stages of a mental 
decline that began when Pandit Jawaharlal Nehru gave a social¬ 
ist orientation to the Congress Party over forty years ago 
Mrs Indira Gandhi’s desperate gamble in the foim of the 
nationalisation of fourteen majoi banks has only served to iui- 
ther confuse and rattle the so-called “real” Leftists, among 
whom must be included the two eomniiinist parties and the 
SSP They are presently at one anothei s throats. If tlie dedi¬ 
cated anti-socuilis't forces under the command of the Syndicate 
were not so ignorant of political piocesses, they should be 
happy that Mrs Gandhi has turned the tables on their behalf 
without inviting any charge of collusion witli vested inteiesls 

For instance, the Union government is now credited with 
more progressivism than tlie governments of West Bengal and 
Kerala which are run in the mam by the Lc^ft Communists 
While the latter have been going lound saying that they cannot 
firing much improvement in the life of the people as long as 
the present Constitution operates, Mrs. Gandhi has shown that 
within the Constitutional limits she can do something Wliat is 
more, she has been able to use the Left to batter down the 
Syndicate and her personal rivals within the Congress. This is 
political skill of a high order and is the kind of thing tfiat the 
amateurs of the Left cannot hope to acquire.

A thoroughly disoigamsexi Left, an aggressive and 
wounding Right and a weak, groping Centre, forever trying to 
play off one against the other to perpetuate itself in power 
makes for an explosive political situation Emotive 
words get debased and become empty slogans The bureau¬ 
cracy is expected to do what it cannot by its nature—be the 
instniment of social change. 

The Prime Minister has gone around sa>dng that 95 per 
cent of the people support her policy on bank nationalisation 
Perhaps they do but political processes are not directed by un¬ 
organised people, whatever opinions they may hold and how¬ 
ever large in numbers. Mrs. Gandhi has helped to undermine 
the Left further without swinging organised sections of the 
people behind her government. This leaves a vacuum which 
iifiimer Uberals nor socialists nor democrats can fill.

IZOSYGIN, with his pecuhar 
ability to turn funerals into 
t political occasions, took off from 
Hanoi, passed over India, land¬ 
ed somewhere in the Soviet 
Union, contaeti'd Brezhnev and 
flew back again to Peking Of 
course, it was easier to fly from 
Calcutta, but that might have 
embarrassed the Indian Govern¬ 
ment and vitiated the smear 
campaign conducted by the 
CPM and the CPI against each 
odier. Why did Kosygin go to 
Pekmg? To say that he did so in 
'deference of the last wish of 
Uncle Ho is to make it all too 
sentimental Uncle Ho, Stalin, 
Mao and Khrushchev were 
poetjT. But Kosygin is an Econo¬ 
mist like K N. Raj or V.K.R.V. 
Rao and hence it is unlikely that 
sentimental considerations wei¬ 
ghed with liim 

So obviously it is a political 
^i/act, and in this conclusion we 
are supported by the fact that 
Kosygin looked upon funerals as 
events to strengthen peace. A 
similar' occasion in New Delhi 
was used earlier to reassure 
India that the sale of Soviet arms 
to Pakistan would not affect the 
,aiiibreakaUe and eternal friend- 
, ^ thip betweep the Soviet and the 
^ Indian peoples. According to an 
Amdllican theory, whidi came 


oiil a day before Kosygins Pek¬ 
ing visit, nu.ssia wa.s on the ver¬ 
ge i)f launching a pie-emplive 
attack on China Now, a friend¬ 
ly visit lb the most uuhkely pre¬ 
lude to a pre-emptive strike 
Tile onlv possible explanation 
IS that the Soviet Union is 
detennined to do tilings in its 
own way 

llicre IS also a political ex¬ 
planation. Wliilc Khrushchev 
thundeied against the dogmati¬ 
sts, and even went about doing 
the Gopak with visiting youth 
delegations, all the time sporting 
a Nehru button next to his Or¬ 
der of Lenin, Kosygin is deter- 
mmed to recapture some of the 
lost solidarity of the Communist 
International. Therefore, in his 
own unsentimental, technocrat 
fashion, he went to Peking and 
assured them that whatever hap¬ 
pened along the military front, 
pokticaily all Communists had 
to band together. 

"Esteemed comrade Chou En- 
lai," Kosygm might have said, 
"the neat Lenin, departing from 
us, adjured us to keep the umty 
of the Party as tbe apple of the 
eye. We should carry out this 
behest." 

To this Chou En-Iai must 


have 1 cplicd, "Eslecintd and be¬ 
loved modem revisionist run¬ 
ning dog of imperialism, we lire 
fully awan* of this wish of Le¬ 
nin The great I^nin, guided

^ THE reverse i>f Confiician thinking ji that one must first think 
of onesclt, then of caste, group, community and nation and 
last about the soul After 22 years of independence we seem 
to have reached this stage. It is nol only the communal not¬ 
ing in Gujarat or the student trouble in Imphal and Digboi. 

All over the country the raw? for status and wealth has become 
a ruthless drive to establish ones own claims, for an oil re- 
fineiy, for statclioixl, foi so-called leligious nghts 

In an acquisitive society likc» ouis this is pci haps inevi¬ 
table Oui “socialist” leaders have come too late on die scene 
Wliat should a man work foi except for himself? And what 
ii does he want except the usual house, cai, telephone, travel and 
exclusive benefits foi his own family? Towards this end people 
can abandon pnnciples, stoop to any depMvily, compromise 
with evil, trample underfoot the rights of others, defy ethics 
and adopt the vilest actions Tt will not stop until tfie idea of 
national good and common endeavour st‘izes hold of large sec¬ 
tions of idealist youth But that is not much of a hope 

The recent events should prove to Mrs. Indira Gandhi 
that the nationalisation of 14 banks or the control of certain 
items of import do not add up to a satisfactory way of life 
These are steps taken to prevent a miniscule section of the 
people from (ontrolhng and regulating national life. To that 
extent, they are welcome. But socialism is a’ totality of feel¬ 
ings and attitudes also, quite apart from its egalitarian cpiahty 
' iVhere can this ideology spring from? 

It IS characteristic of politicians to think their personal 
wins or losses are national victories and defeats. Their egotism 
needs this delusion. But real leaders aie not expected to think 
like party politicians The initiative for good locked up in our 
people has not been unleashed and given direction yet because 
the politicians do not know how to involve other people in 
political tasks other than those that relate to their own survival 
or self-glory. Mrs. Gandhi cannot make much headway on the 
ideological plane because even if she was interested in giving 
direction to the movement, she would have to disentangle her¬ 
self from the battle inside her party. As she caimot aSo^ to do 
that, that ideology has to be supplied by others. 

Thera is every need for intellectuals who are committed to 
'^socialist thinking without being active members of political 
parties to sit together and make out a statement of intentions 
and a programme. It is only on these enteria that the perfor¬ 
mances of parties and persons can and should be judged.

UOR all the platitudes about 
■*“ C>andiu centenary and 
Ahinedabads claim to special 
.issociahori with Candhiji when

Only somi* months back wo 
bad repoits of riots in Indore 
anil tile stones that came out 
at that time certainly did not 
speak of an ‘mnocenl'* out- 
1)1 eak of violence oi of official 
Mgilaiite el what happened? 
(hi).iiat has erupted with per¬ 
haps ten times fury and all that 
we u'acl IS about Morarji's fast 
(he IS taking only whaler, it is 
u’poilc’d) ai.d the statements 
ol Niialingappa The Prime 
Miiiislcr, ac’eording to an Agar- 
tala report, has said that com- 
niuTial riots arc “against onr 
policy ” A tritc^ c’ommcnt winch 
she loo has chosen to repeat is 
the distressing aspect that the 
uols have biokc’ii out iii the 
home state of Gandhiji espe- 
cicillv tio'v “wlii’n we eelelirate 
the M.ihatma's birtfi centen- 
aiv ” 

The fliiidusthan Standaid 
has a point afiont such cant 
and hypocrisy wdicn it wntes. 
‘To recall, as is being inces¬ 
santly done by leaders for the 
p*ast few clays, that Mahatma 
Gandhi was born in a parti¬ 
cular Stale in this country, or 
tlial this is his birtii centenary 
veai is to imply tfiat the 
bloody riots now raging in 
Gujarat would perhaps have 
been less inappropi late at 
another place, at another time. 
This IS rank sclf-dec(‘ption'' 


The paper suggests it would 
have been more boniest to ad¬ 
mit that Gandhi was an isolat¬ 
ed pfumomcnon, out of tune 
with the temper of the nation 
and that the people of this 
country can claim no ciedit for 
bis greatness w'hich was “puic- 
ly personal.” 

Tfic role of the authorities 
respoiisilile for checking the 
outbreak of communal violence 
IS anotfier aspect of die matter 
and as usual there is criticism 
against them too. While the 
Hindustan Times has given a 
clean c'hit to the authorities, the 
Indian Express takes a com- 
pletc’ly different view "Tfio 
aiitlionties seldom act with 
.suffic'ient sternness m the initial 
Mages,” it remarks and says 
that this familiar pattern is 
seen in Gujarat also. ‘If tho 
autborities had acted firmly 
last Friday w^hen groups of pc’O- 
ple were seen moving around in 
the streets anned with lathis 
and till c‘atelling tiouble, what 
'liappeiied on the subsequent 
days might have been prevent¬ 
ed,” IS its verdict Which is 
supported by the Times of 
India c*ditc)iidl also The latter 
asks the question, “Why were 
the polic'e caught off their 
guard?” It then proceeds. TThcre 
must be soinethiiig seriously 
wrong witli their intelligence 
set-up if they had no waniing 
at all of the impending tiouble 
If in fact they had some inkling 
of it, why cljtl they not take 
tjinelv actionr* Why did the law 
and Older machinery prove so 
totally incapable of dealing 
with the rioting that within two 
days ot the outbreak the autho¬ 
rities had to call out the troops.” 
According to the Times of India, 
there is some evidence tlial the 
first hint of tiouble in Alimeda- 
bad came as early as May. 

Patriot takes the sequence 
a little farther into the back¬ 
ground and volunteers the 
infonnation that "There have 
been intcr-communal clashes in 
many parts of the State over 
petty issues generally suggest¬ 
ing that behind them all is an 
intention and an organising fac¬ 
tor whoso chief objective is 
weakening of national mtegrity." 
But even Patriot does not 
try to name the guilty' In 
unambiguniis terms. AU that 
it can venture to say is that 


"Public opinion will not be sur- 
pnsed if behind the riots there 
were cold-blooded political 
forces that want confusion in 
this border state.” It then 
changes course to advise Morar- 
11 Desai that his fast cannot 
bring such forces under control. 

In the context of the Prime 
Mimster s statement in Agartala 
(‘We arc deeply ashamed that 
leligious clashes should take 
place, especially against the mi- 
noiity ”) Patriot s remarks as 
well as the following commen¬ 
tary in a non-Lcftist paper like 
the Statesman make interesting 
reading. The Statesman pontifi¬ 
cates "It is indeed tragic 
some sections of the nunonty 
community, whose mam concern 
ought to be the amelioration of 
its depressed lot, should allow 
themselves to be exploited by 
mc^rc’hants of hate, and religious 
bigotry, indigenous or foreign. 
Neither community has any 
light to lake the law into its 
own hands, but it is only fau 
to expect the majority communi¬ 
ty to be more responsible and 
re'>tiained Yet, in spile of the 
Gujarat Government’s prompt 
announcement of an mquuy in¬ 
to the incident at tho Jagdish 
(sic) temple m order to punish 
the guilty, some elements start¬ 
ed an or^ of miirdfT, lcx>t, vio¬ 
lence and arson which cannot 
be condemned too strongly.” 
Wlio aie these "some elements”? 

However, there is some inter¬ 
esting analysis by the Statesman. 
It contrasts the communal situ¬ 
ation m north India with the 
stale of comparative harmony 
existing in the region south of 
the Vindbyas—“in Kerala, in 
spue of tho existence of a com¬ 
munal party like the Muslim 
League, there has happily been 
few serious communal incid¬ 
ents ” Bui in the Nortii, it notes, 
"the hang-over of history seems 
still strong” Why is ttiis? It 
would be too much to expect 
the Statesman to admit that the 
existence of strong Leftist, in- 
fact communist, influence in 
Kerala acts as a che^ on com¬ 
munal fiends running amuck It 
is worthwhile to recall that all 
the hullabaloo about, Mala* 
ppuram district and Tali ^tem¬ 
ple didn’t create a stir, except in 
the newspapers of the Capital

"The Fixer^ 

works of fiction make 
good films; fewer still if 
they have the historical content 
“The Fixer” has not only that, 
it deals with the much-maligned 
theme ot Persecution of Jews 
Frankenheimers production 
(MCM bannci) of Malamud’s 
The Fixer is an essay m stoi¬ 
cism. The period is the regime 
of the Czar when anybody 
against the imperial powei, par- 
tioularly the Jews, was crush¬ 
ed. Our Jewish hero is ac¬ 
cused of ritual killing of a 
Christian hoy and asked to 
confess to what he has not 
doh<'.

FREE THINKING The Man of the Week 

J UST how much of the m<*monal piety that lias n^aclied its 
CTeSicendo on Gandhiji’s hundiedtli birthday this week is a 
prayerful act of remembrance and how much snilfflinjjr cant*'* 

For a whole year wo have been working ourselves up, slowly 
at first but moie frcnziedly recently towards this day And 
>et, much to our shame, there is gieater genuine feeling and 
a more reverential seaieh lor a Gandhiau relevance of our 
times abroad than at home To us he has become a cliche, a 
name to be invoked without the least trace of passion. The 
phrase “the Father of the Nation' trips oft the tongues of oiir 
mrtas m smug insensitivity Like inqtdlah ztiuhbad, it is ]ust 
another mra, 

'Fhe fiiKil repudiation of Gandhiji was not so much the* 
riots at Aiimedabad but the humbug of our leaders' lament 
that they should have taken t>lace in the year of Gandhiji’s 
ccnteiiaiy. The implication that if the rioters had a greater 
scaise of occasion and not mined the one-ciore tarnasha is as 
grotesque as it is shocking 

Abroad, the nt*ed for hy-poensy is less pressing. After all 
Gandhi is not the national hero of Bntain or the USA or the 
UAH. And there an' a number of things in Gandhi’s view of 
hfe to which they turn m their perplexity and find an answer 
that is deeply satisfying A society tliat is sated with affluence 
turns naturally to a man who preached, for several reasons— 
including the plight of the millions of his countrymen—non- 
possession. At tile opposite pole tlieic are others like China 
who have adopted Gandhqi’s advice tliat a poor country should 
not be run as a rich country, that we need not repeat every 
economic experience of the \Vest, that the basic assist of any 
nation is its people, and any economic system that does not 
make full use of it in the pursuit of modernity is a wonky 
.system. 

Indians arc CTeat adejpts at twisting their prophets to sliapf's 
most suited to tlieir comforts. It is not only political operators 
who cynically take his name m vain, Nor are sanctiinoiiions 
Gandhians the only ones to Intone Gandhi]i’s name in nasal 
hypocrisy. Hardened journalists, who in their own estimation 
have no flies on them, wnte leading articles arguing that wtic 
G andhiji alive today, he would have advocated the scrapping 
of prohibition Crypto-Naxahtes argue, not hypocritically but 
falsifying him nevertheless, that Gandhiji s philosophy of direct 
action provided a sanction for their kind of mfantiltsm. None 
has the time or the stomach for the really tough elements in 
Gandhiji s teaching, of seeking one $ personal salvation in the 
mo5!t literal sense, through sodal action, of working for a 
aodety in which no man will desire for himself what his neigfi- 
bour cannot have. If this is socialism, the Government of 
IndlG has not yet caught up to it.

The Rabat imbroglio 


^IIKRIC could be nothing 
more pathetic than Mr. 
FaUinicklm Ab Alinied's sud¬ 
den disillusionment expressed 
in Ins plea for a reassessment 
of India's loroign policy “taking 
nilo account what happened at 
R.ihal * But even Mr Ahmed 
would not aglet* w'ith that sec- 
lioii ot the cntics ol our foreign 
fiolicv, like the Jana Sangh and 
the Svvatanlra and tlie Right- 
wing of the press, wlio have 
consistently oppost*d India's 
Support to the Arabs in their 
eontliel with Israel. The fact 
however, lernaiiis that the enti- 
eisin of iJie Covcmnieiit of 
India tor seeking an invitation 
to tlie Rabat conference is not 
conhned to this section alone. 
Appai('n!l>, this widely felt 
huniiluition and all lound ciiti-

Pointing out that even some of 
India's friends have let down

Indo-Pakistaii cxmlhct at a 
foium where the odds weic 
very much against this eoun- 
tTv.” Patiiot, no critic of New 
Delhi's policy towards tlie 
Arab-lsraeli conflict, is ns niudi 
angiy us any otlier for the gov¬ 
ernment’s bungling According 
to il, the GOI could easily have 
taken the hint fioni tlie “Syrian 
and liaqi ox)po.s]tion to the 
confi'rcnre and Pre.sidcnt 
Na.ssers indifference” and kept 
out of It Patriot does not 
accept the explanation tliat the 
invitation was “unaiumous.” 
' Commonsense should have 
told us that wdien Pakistan was 
one of till' chief organisers of 
the sliovv, the invitation could 
verv' w'ell hav'e not bc*en ‘un¬ 
animous*, Il was diplomatic 
hliindei of the first magnitude 
to have rushed a delegation 
hc'aded by a Cabinet Minister 
to Rabat vvlu'ri we were so ill- 
inforined about the relations 
hc*twTcn those who were 
organising it” 

But iinlikf* Patnol, the dis- 
c*onifitiiie of New Delhi is 
made an occasum by the Indian 
Express to come out again 
shaqily attacking India's sup- 
liorl to the Arabs. The caustic 
comment, '‘Only a glint of 
idiocy could have led the 
scintillubng minds which con¬ 
trol (iiir hliiiistry of External 
Affairs to exxiose the country to 
the relniff it has receiv'ed at 
Rabat,” speaks for the Express 
style It has criticised Mr. 
Dinesh Singh's talks with the 
A1 Fatah delegation and the 
governmi'iit’s reported w^illing- 
ness to l(*t fheiTi set up an office 
in this country* “There is a 
limit to whicli grovelling at the 
feet of tin? Arabs can go,” the 
Indian Express protests. 

The Hmdustan Times oon- 
sideicd the “virtual expulsion” 
of India fiom tlu' Rabat con- 
feieiicc “a high water mark in 
the mismanagement of the 
country's foreign relations” It 
then goes to ask the question: 
"If there can be an Islamic 
summit to discuss A1 Aqsa fire, 
would not llierc bo an equal 
case, had it been desired at the 
time, for a similar conference 
on the theft of the Holy Relic 
from the Ilazarathal shrine in 
Srinagar?” Only the Hindu¬ 
stan Times has attempted to 
find an answer to the question 
why the COI wanted to at¬ 


tend die Islamic Summit. “ThCy 
stark truth is that this was an^ 
obvious manifestation of what 
might appropriately be describ* 
ed as the Kashmir factor in 
Indian diplomacy. Fifty per 
vent of India* foreign poHcy is 
pennanently dictated and de- 
tenmned by the Kashmir fao* 
tor India wanted to be at i 
Rabat in order not to leave the 
field clear for Pakistan and to 
woo the Muslim nations gather¬ 
ed there on Kaslunir or Indo- 
Pakistan relations generally,” 

Tlu» Hindustan Times is 
sharply critical of the “enor¬ 
mous distortions'' that the 
Kashmir factor has introduced 
in the country's foreign and 
even domi'stic pohey. 

The odd man out is National 
Herald. “There is nothing in¬ 
herently unsecular about a 
Muslim Conference convened 
to discuss the All Aqsa affair,” 
it says TliLs is followed by the 
Herald's obiter dictum. “If 
India was rebuffed and insulted 
at what has been called the 
Islamic Summit held at Rabat, 
it IS the responsibility of others, 
not of India, and it is they that 
should be ashamed and not ' 
India ”

'T'HE sublime and the ridiculous exist side by side without the 
least incongruousness in this blessed land and has long done 
so. One may even argue that it is our greatest strength. 

Consider the fasts we have had this recent past. Tliere was 
Khan Abdul Gaffar Khan who expiated in the manner of his 
great friend and mentor, the sins of his fellow beings. And 
Mr. Morarji Desai made a gesture that was more truUy Can- 
dhian than another famous fast of his m the past. And there 
were all those who fasted in sympathv with Badshah Khan’s, 
with motives that need not be too closely exammed. Tliere was 
then the Minister in Bombay, who made history after a fashion 
and a point of sorts by declaring that he was not going to fast 
in sympathy with Badshah Khan’s as he considered it hypo¬ 
critical expiationism. There are, of course, Mr. Pheruman and 
Mr. Mann wiith their fasts that cancel each other, putting the 
Government m the same predicament as God Almi^ty in Sir 
John Squire’s rhyme who did not know how to deal with the 
rival piwers during World War I of the Germans and the 
English for the annihilatioin of the other. 

But seriously, does all this represent the vulgarisation 
of the political processes beyond redemption or is it that some 
of us are getting old? Absurd fasts and indefensible fasts have 
coexisted in the past with fasts motivated by the highest moral 
considerations and impeccable public purposes. Cynicism 
about the fasting satyagrahi’s secret sources of victuals has been 
coeval with the fasts themselves. But one has the feeling that 
the effect of a penitential mortification of this kind was more 
immediate and more lasting in the past. It is as though wc 
have used up all the moral capital we had. With every new 
fast for an unworthy puxpose, the moral authority of a 
genuine one gets diminished Some kind of Gresham’s 
Law is in operation: bad fasts drive out the good ones, or at 
any rate debase their value. 

How else do we explain the fact that violence has not 
ended in the country after all this fasting? Even Gufarat has 
not returned to normalcy, with another incident reported this 
week in Mehsana. And no sooner has Ahmedabad returned to 
an uneasy peace, than we have sanguinary doings in Namrup. 

If it is not communal rioting, it is something else, as it was in 
Namrup. If it is not ’'outsiders” versus ’^insiders,” it is stud¬ 
ents versus bus conductors. The pity of it all is that all this 
violence is unredeemed by a plausible idealism, as for exam- 
*^ 0 , a protest against injustice and inhumanity. In other words, 
anyone who wishes to erect o cult of violence on a premise of

Indian violence of today. It is completely sterile and ^absurd.

THE PRESS 


^HE flow of w'ords has still 
not ended After having ca< 
nonized Gandhi and forgotten 
him. the country could not have 
observed his centenary in any 
other style than by officially in> 
^ired propaganda and pomp. 
There are the usual exhibitions, 
, the formal tnbutes, the adver¬ 
tisements and newspaper supple¬ 
ments and what have you to give 
to the masses in mea.sured doses 
the e.ssence of Gandhi as under¬ 
stood by the Establishment If 
the Ahmedabad nots ha^'c been 
somew'hat disturbing, it has pro¬ 
duced more of self-pity and ser¬ 
mons. 

For the Press, it was an oc- 
‘ casion for display of editorial 
wisdom. There are naturally 
notable divergenr'cs To the 
Hindustan Times, Gandhi was a 
“revolutionary ” a ‘practical so¬ 
cialist*’ and he believed in doing 
than in preaching. “Had he liv¬ 
ed longer, there is no doubt 
that be would have adopted his 
4fairiking and teaching in accoid- 
ance with changing needs and 


ciicmnstance.s ” His concept of 
“Inisteeship" was “truly revolu¬ 
tionary ” But then it notes that 
for too many people Gandhi 
has become a ritual of dead ha¬ 
bit “His name has been exploit¬ 
ed for self-aggruiidisemenl while 
his woids and ideals have been 
forgotten. He has been betrayed 
again and again even as his 
name has been taken Who can 
forget the stain of foul com¬ 
munal massacres that have just 
taken place in his own state oi 
Gujarat?

the Prime Minister is but the climax ot a whole senes of un¬ 
seemly wrangling that has gone on for far too long That the 
Indian National Congress should have provided this low 
comedy will sadden the hearts of many who have memories 
to cherish of this great insbtution. 

Perhaps this is a necessary catharsis It was a good thing 
too, perhaps, that the efiForts, well-meaning or desperate, made 
to forge a phoney kind of unity by some kind of horse-trading 
on expulsions and elections, have failed. Of course, it would 
have been a good thing, if the party had taken Candhiji s ad¬ 
vice and died long ago Fading that it would have been a 
good thing if the dtvaV had taken place, say, when 
Mrs Gandhi was surpnsed by the Syndicate at Bangalore with 
Mr. Reddy’s candidature for the Presidency. The party would 
then have been spared all the indignities it has suffered these 
last few months, and many reputations would have remained 
unsullied. But to have expected that persons who had said 
things they have about each other could still kiss and make up 
and lead the party unitedly towards a shared vision of the 
future was totally infantile. It is just as well that such a hope 
was scotched. 



For all the rumblings that will still bo heard, it is plain 
enough that Mrs. Gandhi has now the opportumty to lead the 
(congress and the country towards the goals she has presum¬ 
ably set for herself and tliem. For the nrst time, Mrs. Gandhi 
has no alibis for failure It is a thought that must be at once 
exhilarating and sobering.

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KERALA LETTER 


QRISIS-WATCHING can be 
great fun, provided, every¬ 
one concerned observes the 
rules of the game, and the crisis 
does not last too long The cur- 
rent-da^ crises, however, tend to 
become continuing crises My 
mam grouse against such crises 
IS tliat they drag on mterminab- 
Iv from crisis to crisis 

Take the Kerala crisis for ex¬ 
ample, or the West Bengal cri¬ 
sis. or the big Congress crisis at 
the Centre True, they yield a 
great deal of excitement, day in 
, and day out. But where does all 
that big mass of crisis copy lead 
us to? Ot course, to the next cri- 
,sisl 

In Kerala, however, they go 
by the Fnday pattern, lor all 
the major crises In between, 
they talk themselves hoarse, 
both inside and outside the 
Slate' Assembly But big things 
do not occur until tlic following 
Friday. 

If was on Friday, August 22, 
tliat the present senes of crises 
in KcTula started Of course, the 
nft between the ruling parlu's 
there all along but tliat 
Fiidav, tile Asombly brought up 
chaiges of coiniption against the 
former Health Minister, Mr B 
Wi'lliTigton 

lh(‘n came another Friday, 
(X'tober 3 Tie dominant Mar- 
Mst Paity df-fended Mr Well¬ 
ington. They oven di'fonded the 
possibility of a vote on the reso- 
' Tution seeking an enquiry into 
the charges of corruption against 
him. But the House finally iidop- 
ted the n*solution though the 
Marxists claimed for several 
days that it was all illegall 

A fortnight later canic yet 
another Friday. Mr E M S 
Namboodiripad, the Chief Min¬ 
ister, had rushed back to Tn- 
•vandnim from East Germany, 
to setdc the Wellington crisis. 
But, in the meantime the cor¬ 
ruption front in Kerala had 
blown up. Charges of airrup- 
tion had been made, quite for¬ 
mally, and in the Assembly, 
against all the Minxsters, includ¬ 
ing E M.S., and asking for 
enquines into them all. 

The conflict had reached a 
crucial stage. There were as

many ns 54 charges of corrup¬ 
tion against the twelve Minis¬ 
ters of Kerala and the 13th 
member of the Cabinet had al¬ 
ready left Ins post as Fuiance 
Minister and was being examin- 
('d by a commission also for cor¬ 
ruption 

Among all those charged with 
corniption, Mr Namboodiripad 
chose three MinLSters, Mr. M. N 
Covindan Nair, Mr T V. Tho¬ 
mas, and Mr. P. R Kunip <ind 
tagged them on, to Mr Welling¬ 
ton, for the corruption cnqmry 
Tint was the outcome of Mr 
N'^mboodinpads first look at 
the charges of corruption, and 
probably the advice he got from 
his comrades 

Promptly, that Frida>, when 
Mr Namboochripad's verdict 
was annoimced, all ih(' “Mini 
Front” Ministers also resigned 
7Ti(' cabinet dwindled to a mere 
hxv 

Hy then, events staited mov¬ 
ing fast and, when the next 
Friday came, Ihe Mini Fnint 
which had a majonty in th(' 
Assembly, passed a resolution, 
calling for an enquiry into char¬ 
ges of corruption against Mrs 
Gown Thomas, Mr linbidii 
Bawa, Mr N K Krishnan and 
Mr Mathai Mnnjooran This 
happened on October 24, again, 
another Friday 

It was strange that the lesig- 
iKition of the Gos'fjminciit came 
dll that late Mr Naniboodiiipud 
wanted a full-dress debate cm 
the statements made by the 
Ministers who had resigned He 
also wanted a full-dress dcb.ite 
on the charges of corruption 
against the rest of the Minis¬ 
ters Probably, he also wanted 
lime to prepare for the after- 
math Anyway, the date seemc'd 
to suit him—Friday, October 
24fh! 

Fortunately, Mi Namboodiri¬ 
pad was saved from charges of 
corruption The Mim Fronts 
resolution did not mention him 
at all From the Assembly Hall, 
he walked to the Secretariat 
gate, where instead of the nor¬ 
mal demonstrators, there was a 
large gathering of Marxists who 
welcomed him. From there, lie 
proceeded to the Marxist Party 
headquarters, where he address¬ 


ed his followers, and then drove 
to Raj Bhavan to tender the re¬ 
signation of the remnants of his 
Cabinet 

r..ater, Mr. Namboodiripad 
told a press conference that he 
did not wish to head a caretak¬ 
er government, nor did lie re¬ 
commend Presidents Rule for 
the State The next morning, he 
left for Calcutta, leaving the 
Marxist legacy of political and 
social unrest for Ins siicccssoi!

Fidel Castro has issued an or 
der cancelling all public holi¬ 
days except Christmas till the 
j^gar crop has been gathered 
in ^ly 1^0. Not a single holi¬ 
day mind you, whether ’closed, 
’restricted* or ’compensatorvl* 
Democracy may move as slowly 
as a Juggernaut, and like-wise 
only once a year, or may not 
move at all or it may even go 
backwards but it respects hu¬ 
man decency and does not 
strike at the very root of one 
of our most cherished funda¬ 
mental rights, the nght to holi¬ 
day. 

Dictators have indulged in 
this kind of thing before. With 
a single stroke of the pen (or 
the sword, if a pen is not han¬ 
dy) they have cut tradition 
aside WTien General Yahya 
Khan came tg power, he abo¬ 
lished the holioay on October 
26, which for the past ten years 
had marked the day when ano-

To the Ions list 
of religious, cultural and na¬ 
tional holidays, each State has 
added its own ’day’ to mark 
the auspicious day of its for¬ 
mation Thus we have "Maha¬ 
rashtra Day,” "Gujarat Day,” 
"Haryana Day” etc 

The J. & K. authorities broke 
new ground when they declar¬ 
ed a half-holiday on the 13th 
September last to enable peo¬ 
ple to go and have a look at 
the model of a new mosque 
planned to be built shorUy. 
Other progressive States aie 
sure to emulate diis example. 

We are an emotional people. 
We are also very international 
in outlook and take note of im¬ 
portant events in the outside 
world. When Dr Ho Chi Minh 
died, the Kerala Government, 
not content with flying flags 
half-mast, closed its offices for 
a whole day as a mark of res¬ 
pect. The Space Research peo¬ 
ple in U.S., must liaVe work¬ 
ed hard for years to pur two 
men on the moon but we could 
at least share in the celebrations 
if not m the labours which went 
into making the thing possible. 
After Neil Armstrong had sent 
word from 2,40,000 miles away

VHE economic programme is the elusive Scarlet Pimpeniel 
i of Indian politics. It is here, it is there, it is everywhere 
yetj, it IS nowhere. To turn this ancient country into a 
mowm one i& obviously not easy. Every minute thousands 
are bom to make it difficult. Capitalism is natural to man 
with his acquisibve habits and socialism seems unnatural 
Every time our ideologue astronauts go to the moon, tliey 
come back. tVr|t 

In a situation in which the status quo seems to be as 
inevitable as the need ior God, the requisitioned A-ICC., 
apart from establishing constitutionality and legality, had to 
accept the rather traumatic expenence of a transition. Every¬ 
thing had to he interim, ad hoc, or, thanks to Mr, Knshnam- 
achari, a prion. To confirm the Ten Points, as the Syndicate 
leaders have done, would have been to confirm the Ten Com¬ 
mandments. In many ways, the Ten Commandments are 
easier to follow than the Ten Points, for each commandment 
can be taken by itself but most of the points depend on each 
other. It 18 not possible to ensure the minimum needs of 
the people without doing so many other things at the maxi¬ 
mum speed.

And there would bo the 
same disillusionments and ex¬ 
planations. Voices of dissent 
would be heard in both the 
camps Every seat filled would 
make ten enemies.

QNE week after the ''historic” 
voting on Rabat and fresh 
fFCun the triumphant score over 
the Syndicate in the AlCC 
(requisitioned), Mrs Gandhrs 
ruling Congress Party seems to 
need a more vigorous shakcup 
if It is to stay as a viable force 
in Parhamcnt. Tlicre is an all

j^ARELY has the Lok Sabha 
done such orderly business 
as when it elected Prof G C. 
Swell* the Independent Member 
r^om the Khasi Hills of Assam 
as Deputy Speaker to fill the 
.post vacated by Mr Khadilkar 
who has since moved to the 
Treasury Benches. Half the Op¬ 
position Benches were empty as 
the House voted unanimously 
for Mr. Swell, their occupants 
having thought it better to wait 
in the lobbies than join in the 
business of the election That, 
<(!iQwever, did not detract from 
the pleasantness of the occasion, 
Mr. Swell being a popular mem¬ 
ber and besides young and a re¬ 
presentative of a minonty com¬ 
munity also, all of which were 
common points in the felicita- 
yons offered to him by all the 
"Opeakers. The boycott staged by 
.♦le Rightwing Opposition par- 
Vties and their Praja Socialist and 
Samyukt Socialist allies appear¬ 


ed to be more an exhibition of 
pique than political strategy 
because in spitt‘ of their declar¬ 
ed protest against, the "tactics” 
of the Prime Minister to "divide” 
the Opposition, they left the field 
clear.

^HE news from Calcutta that 

• facilities for Ministers and 
ibemlbers of the Legislative As¬ 
sembly of West Bengal to wit¬ 
ness the Test matdi there against 
(he Australians were discussed 
at as high a level as the cabmet 
is very heartening. It shows 
that love of sports knows no 
^ideological barriers, also that as 
4 decadent, imperialist and bour¬ 
geois a game as Gncket can 
make a sizable dent even on 
Marxist hard-liners. 

Here is a game truly and 
tailor-made for the idle rich who 
can afford not to do a stroke of 
work for five days running and 
/lot care what happens to pro¬ 
duction in factones. It is also 
hi^y discriminatory because 
‘ omy twenty two pn^^eged per¬ 
sons are allowed to play it and 
occupy a! vast expensively-tend¬ 
ed field while over thirty thou¬ 
sand common people are herded 
together in the stands and forced 
to watch. It should have caus¬ 
ed no surprise if the State gov- 
cmmmt nad dissociated itseU 
from the proceedings and the 
communist party had declared 
that it reserved the right to 
, gherao the visiting team Hap¬ 
pily this has not occuired and 
the dehberations of the cabinet 
were confined to the business of 
tideets for entry into Eden Car¬ 
dens. 


Hie decision apparently is 
that the cTicket authorities will 
send complimentary tickets to

will be offered a ticket for which 
he will have to pay. A new pre- 
e^ent is bemg set up because 
nothing of the kind on such a 
whole-sale basis has been done 
for a cricket test before; not 
even at Calcutta, It is difficult 
to see how a line was drawn at 
Ministers. What about the Gov¬ 
ernor, the Speaker and the 
Deputy Speaker of the Legis¬ 
lative Assembly? How about the 
Chief Justice and the Judges of 
Court who work next 
aoor to the venue of the game 
and whose presence on the field 
should go a long way to ensure 
unbiased verdicts by the um¬ 
pires? The Mayor, where does 
ne stand? The leader of the Op- 
imition, the Vice-Chancellor, 
Chairman of die Public Ser- 
Cnmmission die presidents 
Trade Unions? 

Hie business of tickets is a 


trickly one. The full story of 
the mis-management of the 
match at Jullundur has yet to be 
told but an alert news man dis¬ 
covered that the water-taps in 
the Players' rooms in the Pavi- 
bon haa been cut off by some 
one in the Municipal Water 
Works Department because he 
had not been given a free pass 
to see the match. It has been 
common knowledge that many 
'essenbal* people see these mat¬ 
ches without pa^ng but the 
exact intent of tnis practice is 
known only to the organisers. 

Years ago when J was living 
in a small town we had the ex¬ 
citement of a visit by a touring 
circus. They put up a huge big 
circular shamiana surrounded by 
a galvanised-iron enclosure, 
constructed at considerable ex¬ 
pense Two hours before the 
first show, for which every single 
seat had been sold, the Pohee 
Authorities moved in and dec¬ 
lared the structure unsafe. It 
appears that the Police had been 
given only four free passes for 
each show as against the eight 
they had asked for. They got 
their eight and the show started 
on time. 

Next day the Public Health 
Chaps clamped an embargo say¬ 
ing that the sanitation arrange¬ 
ments were inadequate and con¬ 
stituted a hazard. They receiv¬ 
ed their pound of flesh The 
Octroi people sent an almost ille¬ 
gible notice on a brown printed 
lonn asking the Manager why 
action should not be taken 
against him for failure to dec¬

Man" IS leally a professor who 
has had a heart operation and

loved. Secondly, it is the 
story of Ihf* growiiig-iip of 
Natalya, the giil Mehiiko\ 
loved and whom, lu* roali/es, 
he still loves Tliirdly, it (xiuld 
be said to be the sloiy of 
Svetlana, who is simple-minded, 
always seeking inuiiediate solu¬ 
tions to problems moie coinph'x 
tliaii she imagines, and who 
(‘bc'cause slu' is a veteran 
teacher) suffers a vulnerable

Because 
quite a few of these copyists ore 
unacknowledged artists, men in¬ 
hibited by their own humihty 
and to a certain extent liy the 
iigours of tlieir disciplme 
But then, an even greatei 
mmiber of our pampered arbsts 
are craftsmen Wien they build 
a collage, or paint after the sur 
realists, or mdulge in Tantras.
